_1u bia speech in opening the 1885-86 sos. 
sion of the Legislative Council Sir Guoxcs 
Bowen drew attention to tho fact that the 
taxation of the Colany, both ‘goneral and 
municipal, did not axcecd £1 La. per head of 
the population, wherens the aggregate taxa. 
tion per bead of the. peopla of England and 
of tho Australasian colonies axcaeds .£3- per 
head, Theso figures, do not prove that 
Hongkong is a lightly taxed colony. To 
decide whother s man ia lightly or heavily 
taxed it is necessary to look, not 90 much at, 
the aggragate amount of hia taxca, as at'tho 
proportion that amount beara ‘to bio total 
income. If the Chinese worling population 
with their small wages~—say.$6 ‘or £1 per 
month—were called upon to pny the samo 
taxation as the better paid working men of 
Bogland and Auatralia they would break 
down under the burden. - It ia clear, there- 
fore,'that we cannot institute any correct 
comparison between tlie taxation of places 
whore the conditions aro so widaly different 
+—difforént not only in respact to the rate of 
wagea‘and the value of mondy but also in 
réspect to tha ‘style of living, Wo do not 
wish to be takenaa saying that the Chinese 
population of Hongkong ia-overtaxed, but 
we: do ‘think that taxation bas reached a 

int which ought to be looked ou.as its 
imit, Our European readers will share with 
us in thia fooling, we think, because they are 
wore honvily: tuxed than‘ the Chinese, and in 
this way, ‘that wheroas tho Chinese herd to» 
_ gether in.their tenements and so distribute 
the ‘hoase tax over a large number of per- 
sous, bouses tenanted by Europeans have 
much fewer occupants aud the ratio of taxa-. 
tion. is therefora higher. Tot us take the 
easa of aEuropean with o fixed ealary of say 
$200'a month, married, and occupying a 
house ata rent of say $40,. His house tax: 
would amount to- $62.40 per annum, and 
indiract taration might ba taken as bringing 
the amoant up to at least $65, which, being 
added tothe rent, ‘gives a total of $545, or 
noarly a quarter of hisiocome, We have 
parposaly taken tho easo of a man with a 
amall salary as beat showing where the shoo 
pinches. Of course the Inrgor o poraon’a 
income the less the presaure of taxation, but 
for people with amall incomes Hongkong is 
undoubtedly an expensive place, Both rents 
aod taxes are high, and unfortunately there 
is‘every prospect of atleast. the foriwer con- 
tinuing to increase, the amount of. building 
land in the colony being limitéd while the po- 
pulation is daily growing. Perhaps the Tiand 
Commission may be abloto make some recom 
mendations” to provide for the increasing 
population without further overcrowding the 
trea already occupied with dwellings, but we 
Cannot expect to see rents reduced, The 
probability is that, notwithatanding any 
course of action which may be adopted on the 
recommendation of the Liad Commission, 
Yeite will increnso, and it is ae certain as 
anything in the future can be that they will 
* not decrease. Thia being ao, it is all im. 
portant ‘that the rate of taxation should 
not ba furthur increased. Actually any in- 
crease of ‘rant means an-increaso of taxation, 
as thé honse..tax_.is..computed on the 
rent; if in addition to this ineroaaa the 
percentage: of the tar be also inoreased, 
the burden on the. tenant. grows af a come 
pound rate. It has already been found: 
necessary’ to raiso tho tax from twelve. por 
cent, to thirteen, Boyond that figure the rate- 
payors should insist that it shall not go. 
Unfortunatély auch reprospntation as wo 
enjoy in the Logisistivo Council is practi- 
cally one of wealth only; persons of moderate 
means do not finda placoin the constituency 
eitherof the anomber for the Chainber-of Com- 
miorco or the member forthe Bench of Justices. 
Mr. Mackwek, bowever, in his’ speech 
to the QOhamber when electad, intimated 
that be would look upon himself aa tho re. 
presentative of the ratepnyers in general, and 
theother unofficial members, we bave: no 
doubt, take the same view. This baing so, 
wo'hold that itis tbe duty of the unofficial 
mémbors to koop a oloso eyo on the finances 
of tho'colony, and to seo that the orpondi- 
taro is not allowed to exceed the revenue. 
In former days the unofficial members were 
supposed to act asa check on the extrnyae 
gance.of the Government; sow the position 
would: seem to be reversed, and it ia the 
Government that has to aphold economy, 
Doubtless thera sro many public works 
. urgently required, but after all every ques- 
tion.of'this kind resolves itself into ona of 
dollars and conts, and it is bettar to. defer 
theconstraction of works for which we cannot 
at.progontaffordto pay. If the housatax were 
incromded to twenty, par cent. a great’ deal 
might He done in the way of improvements, 
and perhaps tha unofficial members them- 
solves and thair immodiate conatituencies 
might. ppt focl the weight of the burden 
yory much, but to many of their less woll- 
to-do fellow residents it .would make lifa a 
Fearful grind, -The question of drainage is 
one of the mos} pressing, and at the Council 
meeting on Friday the Surveyor-General 
urged the importance of landlords improving 
tha drainage of their houses. Tue’ first cost, 
of cdurae, will have to be paid by the land. 
fords, but Tiimately jit will conte out of :the 
pocket of the tenants. Persons who are 
always urging-this, that, and the other ox. 
peaditure will do-wotl to bear in mind 
* that the piper will have to be paid by some 
means, Far boit from us to say thatimportant. 
works tho necessity for whigh has been amply 
demonstrated should not be.undertaken when 
wo have the means to pay for thom. All we 
contend for is that when public works are 
under discussion wa should bear in mind the 
Jinilts of our purse and out our coat accord. 
ing to our cloth, Tspeciatly would we de- 
preoate any expenditure on piecemeal work 
not intended to’ be. permanent, such, . for 
instance, as the exparditure of thousands of 
dollars on a market which ig tu be demolish- 
ad.in the coursa of a’ year or so; or on 
tinkering a, dratnage ayetam which is to be 
wholly re-constructed witbid a very short 
apace of time, * Jt ix not difficult to arrive.at 
tho approximate limit of our resources on tho 
basia‘of the present revenue and expanditure 
of tha Colony, and up to thie limit we may 
- safely work. In 1885 the ravenue, oxola- 
sive of premia on land salos, was $1,251,889, 
and the, ordinary expenditure $1,148,103, 
leaviag @ balance of $105,786. We may. 
therefore take $100,000 as about_the gom 
available for payment of interest on loan, 
and itis only oa. borrowed money that any 
expensive works can. now’ be carried 
out.

Among the public works now in contomola- 
tion tha construction of a new Central Mnr- 
ket clnims perhaps for {he moment the largeat. 
share of intereat, It is now about throa 
years since the Survoyor-Gonoral first 
prosonted his plan for a New Market, tho 
want of which lind ‘boon recognised for a 
long period antecedent to that dite, Mr. 
Pride's scheme, which ia for an onlarged as 
well as for a complotely new morket, in- 
volved the resumption of some ground, aud 
this necessarily tock time... The property 
bas now, Kowever, all been: acquired, and tho 
only thing that remaing to be dons is to find 
the money to atart.the work of demolition 
and raconstraction, Some little difficulty is 
being experienced, we believe, in finding 
site for a temporary market while the now 
stracture is in course of erestion. Ground 
ia exceedingly scarce in the city of Victoria, 
open spaces ore fow_and far between, and aro 
then too small to accommodate a very largo 
fabric, Thoro isa small unoccupied spacd 
at the junction of Wiog Lok Strest with the 
Praya which might possibly affords sita for 
® small market, but it would uot give ace 
commodation for allgthe denizens of the Cen- 
tral Market, Possibly the butchers wight find 
a separate habitation, and the coupriadores 
would havy to take shops, leaving the mar- 
ket to the verdorgy of Gsh, fruit, aud ‘veget- 
ables, &c., until auch time as the néw Market 
arrives at completion, .Tha ground at the 
back of the building known as Crosby’a Store 
might. certainly be used, but.to that thera 
ara many objections, ag it would constitute o 
great nuteance to the Stiprome Court, and the 
Horopean bongs’ by which itis autrounded, 
Apart from thode two sites, it is dificult to 
ste whera any adoquate provision could be 
socured: for the temporary. market, o point 
of sonic little importance, se the. now merkot 
willbe at least. twelve months in building. 

But is it really necessary to bave's tetn- 
porary market at all? It doea not follow 
that’ because the adjoining property lias been 
resumed, and the plan for a new market on 
the site of tha existing ona propared, it 
should ba: located there if. 4 better site oan 
bo discovered. Can this be done? “ Bantan,” 
when writing onthe sithject some three years, 
ago, proposed that anew markeysbould be 
built apon ground reclaimed from the fore~ 
shore io front of the Praya, and ifthe water 
be uat toodeop wo do not sca why this sug- 
gestion ahould not bo adopted. . Thare: aro’ 
many excellont roasons in favour of auch & 
achome, among. which.tho, following appaar, 
specially entitled to consideration, The site 
of. the present Central Market is very 
valuable ond if sold ought, we think, ‘o 
realizo d sum suflicient to reclaim a site and 
pay part of the cost of tha construction of 
‘the new building. It would reader the: pro- 
vision of a temporary market unnecessary, 
as the old one could-be used until the naw 
structure was ready for occupation, “A new 
market ergetéd on a squaraor oblong site re. 
elainied in front of tho Praya would enjoy 
the obvious advadtige of not being sur- 
rounded by high close baildings; it would be 
open to the salutary and sanitary influences 
of sua and wind; and it, could be so eon- 
atructed that its drainsge oduld bo led 
off direot into.the barbour and the floor 
kept constantly dry-and clean: The nui- 
aanee, now very prox at cerlaia tiines, 
of the day, of landing: provisions ‘and 
civrying tham across ‘the Praya into the 
market would be obviated, as the boats could 
go alongside the..wall and deliver the-goods 
tight into thé building. The Praya in front 
of the entrange to the present market: is gle 
‘ways wet and filthy, and traffic is considerably 
impaded by the discharge of fih, rogetables, 
&o. Ao isolated: -site-Jike that-suggested 
would alio afford. an opportunity for. the 
srection of » lighter, pleagsntor, airier, and 
more attractive building. 5 

, Against all theae advantages thore are of, 
course several drawbacks to a site reclaimed 
from the foreshore, It will be objected, 
doubtlees, that it would deprive a certain 
number of tnariue lots of their present water 
frontage and might tead.to demands for com- 
pensation on the part of the owuers, It 
may also be urged that a Market built in 
sucha position would be more exposed to 
damage by. typhoons or gales-than if. it oc- 
cupiod a more inlandaite, Itmightlikewiae be 
said, perhapa, that the reclamation would in- 
tarfere ta'some slight “extent, with ‘the con-, 
vonionce of the amaller Chinese craft accus- 
tomed to lio along the Prays, But aro these 
objections of sufficient importance to weigh 
much in ‘the scale?:. Wo think not, .Tho 
compensation for deprivation: of ‘ator froat- 
ape neod not be a voty soriona matterif the 
reclamation does uot involve the removal of 
wharves, de. Tf tho reclamation: could 
be made in frontof the presous Central 
Market, somewhere between the, Pottinger 
Street wharf snd the P..aud 0, Office, it, 
-would uot interfere very. wueb ‘with. vested 
intereate, With regard to the ‘gréster liability 
of a Market built out on such § reclamation 
todamaga by typhoons, care would, of coarse, 
be necessary to ensure its’ strength and 
ability to resist the force of wind and water.

Tho Bill gives the Ropietrar-Guneral, as 
such, the power of inflicting flues up to the 
amountof $500, and iu default uf paym nt, of 
sending the defaulter to gaol for six. mouths.

Tho Acting Arronyey-GeneRaL—L bog, 
Sir, to move the second readin of a Bill outitled 
“An Ordinancefor thabetter protection of young 
girls.” ‘The evil which this measure seeks to 
check and put a stop to is one which has 
long engaged the attention of this Gorerument. 
Lord Kimorley as far back as 1932 asked for o 
full euquiry into tho system of child adoption 
aad domestic serricy in this Colony. This evil 
is one which is fur moro extensive than most 
people are aware of. and it is one which J think. 
is a disgrace toa British. Colony if allowod to 
continue, My hou, friond the Acting Colonial 
Beerotary, who will sucond this motion, will be 
able to yive particulars a3 to the extant of this 
trufitc, (he means which have hitherte bien em- 
ployed to check it as much as possibl , the work- 
ing of the system, and whatitis now sought to. 
do,..4-do.not-think-that.such-a_systom-exists in 
avy other British Colony, excopt perlaps in 
a much lesser degree in Singapore, where 
itis mow songht to pass a measure far 
Toore. stringent than this one ib order to try to 
puto stop to it, It may appear the. powers we 
ureaseking-dro rather harsh, some may even 
think thom arbitrary, but tho evil is one which 
I think nothing can curo but giving strong 
powers to the executive, and I think that all foar 
of abuso o£ the powers will be met by associating 
with tho Registrar-Goneral two Chinesa Jus.
